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Proposal in the Claims : 
1 5 (Amended three times): A pellicle essentially consisting of fluoride crystal. 
Claim 16: The pellicle according to claim 15, comprising a fluoride selected from the group 

consisting of CaF 2 , BaF 2s or Mgp2, 
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
